The inventions listed as Groups I, II, and III do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The common technical feature which links groups 
I-III is open celled foam beads. This feature is shown in EP 1016690 (Abstract). Therefore, 
because the common technical feature fails to define a contribution over the art, unity of 
invention between the three groups is lacking. 

A telephone call was made to John Evans on June 1 0, 2008 to request an oral election to 
the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed 
(37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.
